1 . The reply filed on August 15, 2002 is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): applicant has renumbered the 
claims and has added claims 21-22. The claims must retain their original claim 
numbers until the claims are found allowable. At that time, the examiner will renumber 
the claims.
